Under the 
McAdoo Agreement the work is now so classified as to distribute the same 
among. three crafts, namely, machinists, sheet metal workers and clectri- 
cians.. If each of the mechanics performing the work has a helper, this has 
the effect of six men performing a pigge of work that could be and was 
formerly taken care of by two men. 
Under present. rulés where arrivals of trains require the service of em- 
ployees two hours in the morning and.two hours in the evening, say 8 a.m. 
to 10 a.m. and 6 p.m. to 8 p.m., railroads now have to employ two shifts 
of eight hours each, oPixtecn hours service where tltere is only four hours’ 
actual work. Furthermore, where two such shifts are worked the starting 
timg, must be between 7 ‘and 8 a.m., and if the arrival of a train or other 
operating conditions require 4 man on duty at 6 a.m. he must be paid for 
five hours each day in addition to regular eight-hour day.

Total of 42 hours paid, although crew actually performed service 
fromimi2—noon to 6 p.m, first day, six,hours,.and from 7 a.m, to 10 a.m,, 
second day, three hours, — It will be noted_actual time worked during the 
entire period was nine hours; balance of the time was consumed in waiting 
andtravelling, and it will be further noted the crew was released entirely 
from ,6 p.m. to 7-am., during which time they were paid at time 
and one-half and double time while actually off duty asfd sleeping. 
Saores of other instances of a like character, all of which are substan- 
tiated by an exhaustive inquiry jnto‘the subject, could be given, The above 
however goes to show the cnormous economic waste taking place daily in 
connection with railway work, which waste must be paid for, and As being 
paid for, by the people in excessive freight and passenger rates.’. These 
high rates are reflected again in the unduly high cost of goods of all kinds. 
The truth of the matter is that in paying the excessively high rates 
which the railway companies find it necessary’to charge, the people are pay- 
ing, not for services rendered, but to cover-vicious economic waste, paying 
men for work they do not do and for services which are not performed, 
The whole system is wrong and is doing even greater injury to ‘thos® who 
fancy they are profiting by it because it is encouraging shiftlessness and 
downright dishonesty which Bus expression in accepting pay-fer work 
never performed. :

Pies You' ll Like 


BY LORETTO C. LYNCH 


An Acknowledged Expert in All 
Matters Pertaining to House- 
hold Management. 


Since pie is classed among the real 

joys of life, if we are going to make 
it at all we should make it so it will 
be easy todigest: 
Pasty, soggy piecrust is very diffi- 
cultsef digestion. And even well- 
made bottom crust will often acquire 
sogginess bythe soaking of the fresh 
fruit filling into it. For this reason 
such pie shoAld be baked in a glass 
or earthenware dish, withcah upper 
crust only, 

The sweetened fruit should be put 
into the dish, Then a half-inch strip 
of pastry is placed ovér the rim of the 
pie plate. The strip is moistened and 
the-crust placed over the top. The 
strip of pastry and the upper crust are 
pressed together, then the edges are 
trimmed. The upper cruSt should be 
gashed in several places to allow for 
the escape of steam. 

A simple and. satisfactory crust is 
made by sifting togethet one and one- 
fourth measuring cups of flour with 
one ‘level teaspoon of baking. powder 
and one-fourth teaspoon of salt. Cut 
in from two to four otinces of fat. 
Two level tablespoons of butter or 
lard weigh about one ounce. Add 
just enough icewater to hold the in- 
gredients together. Chill. Roll out. 

A piecrust should be“fandled just 


as little as possible. The top crust 
of a pie sholild be rubbed over with 
milk or milk mixed with yolk of egg. 
Here are some recipes readers have 
been asking for: 
Lemon Pie. 


aS Nee a Ts Se 


» One-half cup flour, 1 cup sugar, 

2 cups boiling water, juice and rind 

of one lemon, 1 tablespoonful of but- 

ter, 2 egg. yolks, 14 teaspoonful salt. 
Meringue. 

Two egg whites, 2 tablespoonfuls 
powdered sugar, 

Mix the sugar and flour together, 
add the boiling water and cook on 
the back of the range or over an as- 
bestos mat for. fifteen minutes. Add] 
the other ingredients of ‘the filting 
and cook at’a simmering temperature 
until the *egg yolks thicken. Cool 
and place in a baked crust. _ Cover 
with the meringue made by whipping 
the egg whites until stiff and then 
gradually beating in the sugar. Re- 
tii to the oven a few moments until 
the meringue is a light brown: Mer- 
ingue burns easily. 

Rhubarb Pie. 

Two cups of rhubarb cut into small 
pieces, l egg, 1 cup sugar, 4 table- 
spoonfuls flour, pinch of salt, lemon 
rind. 

Mix sugar, salt, lemon rind and 
flour together; beat the egg. Add 
the rhubarb and flour mixture to the 
egg. Bake with a top crust only, 
preferably in individual pie dishes. 

To all fresh bétry pies, it is. well 
to mix 3 to 4 level tablespoonfuls of]. 
flour with the sugar. This thickens 


the juice. If berry pie is baked in 
two crusts, paper tubes inserted in 
the incisions allow the steam to ¢s- 


cape readily and prevent the juice 
from running out. 

The juice of a can of fruit may be 
thickened with cornstarch or flour 
and the whole turned into a baked 
‘Bhe top is then spread with 
& meringue and browned. A _ busy 
housekeeper might have several 
empty crusts on hand to use with her 
fruit at a moment's notice, Crusts 
are baked on the outside. of the in- 
verted pie plate, Small tart shell

At the convention of the elected Farmer members of the Leg- 
islature, held.in Calgary this week, Mr. Herbert Greenfield was 
unanimausly chosen as the leader of that party and will become the 
fourth premier of Alberta.. Most people would like to have seen 
Mr. Wood chosen, but as he declined the honor the selection of Mr. 
Greenfield was the logical outcome. 

Mr. Greenfield ha8 been very active in U.F.A: affairs for sever- 
al years, and is held in high esteem by that organization. He is 2 
past president of the Union of Alberta Municipalities and is one of 
the pioneers in the cause of municipal hospitals. 

The new premier has the reputation of being a radical in his 
views,on public questions and he will be watched with interest in 
his new position.- Mr. Greenfield is not one of the new members- 
elect, but he will undoubtedly be nominated and elected in the Pon- 
oka riding made vacant by the death of Rev. P. Baker. 

He will be called upon by the lieutenant-governor to form a 
government in a few days, and it will be inetresting to know whom 
he will select for his cabinet. No doubt there are several good 
men among those elected to the legislature to fill those positions 
except that of attorney- general, As there were no lawyers elected 
by the Fasmers he will be compelled to fill this position outside of 
those who were elected, and a seat must be found for him. 

With the.majority the Farmers have in the new legislature the 
new premier should have very little trouble with the opposition, 
and if the new government does not attempt to go too far with a 
raglical programme it should have clear sailing.

. BURNS’ FAMILY BIBLE RETURNED. 

A cable dispatch: recently told of the recovery of the family 
Bible of Robert Burns, which has been in several hands during the 
last one hundred years or more. It was purehased at an auction 
room in London for £450. The buyers are the trustees of the 
Burns’ Cottage and Memorial at Ayr, and the dispatch says the 
Bible will be returned to the cottage whereJ{t originally came from. 

The bible just sold in London is the volume from which the 
poet’s father, in the poem, ‘‘waled a portion with religious care.”’ 
The wife and weans were grouped around the venerable head of the 
house, and, in his ‘braid Scots,” he solemnly intoned a_ passage 
from the Book of Books—from the prophets, the Psalmist, the 
Gospels, or the Revelation, 

This was a frequent scene in the homes of Scotland—in the 
cot and the castle. Whether the inhabitants dined on “hamely 
fare,” or feasted off the best in the land, they all drew spiritual 
sustenance from the same high source. The laird and the laborer 
often differed in politics and economies, but they saw eye to eye on 
religion, They were wrong about “infant damnation” and “orig- 
inal sin,’ and a few other matters perhaps; but they were right 
about elementary truth, justice, chastity, manhood, womanhood 
and brotherhood.

At least sixty per cent. of a den- 
tist’s patients are women, The other 
forty per cent. are men and children, 
There are two réasons for this; one is 
that women niofe frequently consult 
the dentist because they are more 
careful of their health and appearance 
and the other is that wonien's teeth 
actually are more subject to decay 
than tmhen’s 

The: tecth of women aré of the 
Same structure’ as are the teeth of 
men and are expected to perform: the 
same work but they usually do not 
get the chance because women do not 
eat foods that require as much vig- 
orous chewing as thosé that men $e- 
lect. P rs ‘ 

One of the duties of the great ma- 
jority of women is either to prepare 
or supervise the preparation of food 
for the household. |The element of 
surprise in what the next meal has in 
store is absent and the inhalation of 
the odors of cooking food takes what 
little “edge” there is left to the ap- 
In ‘addition, the preparation 
of food requires more or less frequent 
tasting of savory-mixtures. 

Women as_a rule ‘are satisfied to 
eat the softer and more highly flavor- 
ed foods and sweetened desserts. — 

As a result their teeth do not get 
the vigorous exercise that men’s teeth 
do.

Death of Famous Aviator 


Was First to Essay Flight Over 
Atlantic in Airplane, 

Harry G. Hawker, the first aviator 
to essay a flight over the Atlantic in 
an airplane, met a terrible death while 
flying over the Hendon field. The 
machine was seen descending - in 
flames, and Hawker’s body was found 
tyo hundred yards front the spot 
where the airplane fell. It was bad- 
ly mutilated, both-by fire and the fall. 
One foot was severed, and both legs 
were broken. 

Hawker made the start of his 
memorable voyage across the Atlan- 
tic from St. John’s, Newfoundland, 
on May 18, 1920. He was accom- 
panied by Lieut.-Commander  Mac- 
Kenzie Grieve as navigator. The 
intrepid yoyagers were missing for 
six days, and were virtually given up 
for lost ,;when word was flashed that 
the ‘little Danish -steamer * Mary, 
bound from New Orleans and Norfolk 
for a Danish port, had picked the 
wayfarers up, They had. been forc- 
ed to alight on the water about 1,050 
miles out from Newfoundland, and 
850 from the Irish coast.

End, 

Moscow's seven years of intellec- 
tual isolation is about to be broken 
according to the Soviet. Foreign 
Office which expresses its willingness 
to use its efforts to help further the 
exchange of scientific literature be- 
tween, Russia, Europe and America.

INCREASED RAILROAD RATES 
NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR 
BUSINESS STAGNATIGH 


A denial of the frequently met 
illegation that increased railway 
rates are responsible for the present 
business depression was made by 
William | Sproul, President of the 
Southern Pacific Railway Company 
at the convention of the Nationa! 
Association of Credit Men at San 
Francisco last week. Mr, Sproul, af 
ter alluding to the so-called “freight 
blockade” that. occurred in 1917 
said:— 

“Just ‘as it was lightly alleged 
then that the railroads had broken 
down, so now it is readily alleged 
that the increase in railroad rates is 
responsible for the stagnation of 
business. Because transportation is 
so important a factor in business it 
would be a serious charge, if it were 
true, that the railroad rates had pro 
duced the present stagnation in busi 
ness. But it is not true. 

“On the contrary, the railroad 
rates were not raised in time to en 
able the railroads to move the com- 
merce of the country in its active 
period when the business of the 
country at large could easily absorb 
the increase. The fact is that the 
rates were raised and business de 
clined at about the same time, but 
one had nothing to do with the other 
as a related matter. 

“In proof of the suggestion, let me 
call your attention to the water rates. 
The rates by water have been on the 
decline. et private owners are 
laying uP their ships. The United 
States Shipping Board’s ships are 
laid up by the score because business 
is stagnant. The cause is found in 
the sheer inability of business to get 
back on a peace basis. Th:t igs the 
reason business has halted. 

“Yet the caH- of the day is that 
railroads reduce their rates because 
business is bad. This call for re- 
duction comes from al] sources and 
on all important commodities and 
from all sections of the country, I 
venture the opinion that if all the 
railroads of this country were, by 
some edict, to reduce their rates one- 
half on every kind of traffic every- 
where, there would be no appreciable 
increase in the volume of business 
moved, but the railrodds would be 
proptrate in one common disaster 
hat would shake the nation and call 
credits into question.”

The leading debtor nations, the sen- 
ator contended, were amply able’ to 
pay tne interest even if it were-neces- 
sary to defray the principal.
